. An official communique, issued after the debate, says that no 
action was taken although Admiral Dabon declared shat if the con- 
ference limited submarines then 90,000 tons was an absolute 
minimum. Itis expected that the British argument regarding sub- 
marines will be further developed in private committee and that the 
remainder of the British case will be presenjed by Lord Les at & 
public session next week. Opinion is that whatever decision is 
reached now aconference willlbecalled further to discassthe question. 
. Breakers Ahead.

Signor Schanzer, who followed Mr. Balfour, susgested a wider con- 
ference before any action for abolition conld ba undertaken. . 

M, Deban depicted the, possibility of begs airships in the future. 
capable of attacks by land and sea, spreading gas and paralysing 
large shipa—possibly squadrons—- when the submarine might become 
an anti-aircraft defence in view ot its submerging capability. He 
sul that the French delegation was alsa convinced that the idea of 
larze submarines could no: be dismissed. 

Mr. Balfour, replying to M. Dobon’s arguments regarling snb- 
matinas for defenaiva uses, emphatically denied that tha immunity 
from attack enjayed by the German coasceduring the war was due 
te submarines end he cited the bombardment: of Zedrucze, full of 
submarines, for hours without the lossor injury, of a British ship. 
Likewise, insignificant results were accomplished by submarines 
when the British lay for months in the Daclanalles. If sabmarines 
ware ta be allowed, it would bs necessary for navies to be increased 
by small craft to fight the submarines. M. Debon had saic that such 
craft were obtainable from merchantmen and fishermen, bat Mr. 
Balfour asked where France and Italy were going to get thess. He 
pointed out that the moss difficult problem of the war was the 
maintenenca ofsea communications. Towards developing aoxiliary 
craft to daal with suomarines Franca contributed 257, Italy 233. aad 
Britain 3,676 ships. If the war had been fought without Britain 
what would have prevented the absolute blockade of the French 
coast? Ha declared that no country ia Europe bat Britain was able 
to tackle the submarine perl... Therefore, it must no? be supposed 
that Britain woold suffer m:ost or even have her security imperilled

He was reproached in the Chamber on the 
24th. inst. with acts which were non-existent or distorted, but a 
telegram he sent to the financial! sgeot in New York, slthoogh 
fully justified in substance, similarly with those sent 
to the Far East and to London stthe request of the Consortium 
formed by the previous Government, ought to have bees submitted 
to M. Briand.

Tt states thatin no other part of 
the worlddoes a population of the 
volame and density of that of the 
watershed of the Yangtze depend 
far its commercial intercourse 
upon one main river and one dis- 
tributing port. 't records the in- 
ereasein the gross trade of the 
Port of Shangbsi whieh in 1920 
reached a value of Hk. Tis. 
840,000,000, mo’ including. tran- 
shipments declared for other. ports 
and increased during the period 
1900-1913 at the rate of Hk. Tis, 
20,000,000 per annum. 

In this connection the report 
States that “it is certainly very 
conservative to estimate thas the 
increase in bulk of cargo and 
tonnage entered in 10 years will 
be at least 33 per cent.

MACHINERY. 
Tests for Character and 

Trothfulness. 

Mind-reading is rapidly be- 
coming a scientific possibility . 
{says Everyday Science) instead of 
a clever entertaiper’s trick. Pro- 
tessor Waller has demonstrated 
that all strong emotions, such as 
grief and joy. pain and pleasure, 
fear and relief, can be recorded 
by a galvanom-ter attached to~ 
the wrist or forearm. Now a 
Frenchman, Dr. Maingot, of 
Paris, claims that rnan’s char- 
acter is revealed by the way be 
breathes, which, in turn, can be 
revealed to olbers by means of | 
the X-rays. The subjectis plac- 
ed in front of a radia-capic screery 
which permits the movements of 
his diapbragm to be seen as he 
breathes. ond since such move- 
ments are largely involuntary, 
the trained observar, Dr. Maingor 
claims, can tead the salient fea-. 
tures of the subject's character 
without fear of deception. 

For instance, the sobject is told 
to breathe derp'y. Ifthe diaph- 
ragm obeys immediately the man 
is docile or well-disciphined, and 
if the deep respirations continue 
for along time at the same iaten- 
sits he is persevering. If the 
response to the order doas not 
follow immediate y it indicates 
that the man is either reflective 
and waizhs ie consequences of 
an act before performing is or is © 
slow witted. Bus much wore 
than that can be seen in the 
radioscope. Stigbt moversents 
of the diaphragm hava their sig- 
nificance. Tenacity of purpose. 
orota ack. Dr. Maingnt says, is 
shown by the extent to which the 
diaphrazm contracts at the end 
of the. expiration; mental alert- 
aess and quickness of thought 
nearly always belong to the man 
who starta breathing out immedi- 
ately aiter bo has finished breath- 
ing in. 

In America. men are testing 
ac apparatus which jt is claimed 
will make succesafol lying im- 
possible. The suspect under ex- 
amination is tested hy three 
separate instruments, A stetho- 
scope listens to the healing of his 
heart; an electrical recorder, 
somewhat. similar to Professer 
Waller's, attached to his wrist, 
shows whother a’ ofthe ques- 
tions disturb him or make bim 
afraid; and, fioally, a time re- 
cording instroment reveale ex- 
actly how long a pavte passes 
between the end of each ques 
tion and the beginning of each 
answer.

Our readers might posstbly think that we ought to 

a rest aiter the strenuous rovad 

of holiday feasting iu which they have possibly indulged 

themselves. and ‘that to talx of submarines 13 a little 
indigestible. But we have to consider all things—serious 
as wellas frivolous—and if they will forgive us we should 
like to sav a word or two on the fact that Britain's sugges- 
tion for the total abolition of submarines was surainarily 
dismissed by the representatives of the other nations at 
Washington. We cannot help thinking that such a total 
rejection of the idea was 2 little remarkable. Britain's 
naval experts, under the lead of Lord Lee, sought an 
agreement whereby the use of submarine ships for warfare 
would be totally prohibited aod they possibly had in wind 
the cruel and destructive purposes to which submarines 
were put during the late war. That there was systematic 
jnhumanity practised, that thousands of non-combatants 
lost their lives and that subinarinism 1s entirely unvhole- 
some even between warring nations was proved up to the 
hilt, Britain wanted the whole thing done away with, but 
the others nations have said “No” . 

‘And yet, azeording to Reuter, the spokesmen of other 
nations ‘joined in condemning the abuse to which sub- 
marines have been put. Mr. Hughes expressed his de- 
testalion, M. Sarraut, signor Schapzer and Mr. Hanibara 

all deplored the abusive use of the craft. If is is admitt- 
ed that submarines are an abomination when ‘used 
against ships other than warships,” why risk further 
breaches of the humane code by sanctioning their existence 
for “defensive” purposes! How much better would it 
be to abolish under-water craft entirely, leaving all naval 
whips of offence ane defence to operate above water ! 
Every nation would be on an equal footing aud the im- 
portant nations of the world would have subscribed to the 
principle that submarine warfare is bad and liable to 
grave abuses—abuses which any nation might be driven to 
. Commit under circumstances of stress. We have talked of 
war and its horrors, of the necessity to avoid spending 
huge sums on arinaments,.of the desire to free wars from 
the fiendish subtleties of science, and yet the nations are 
content tu permit the existence of subinarines—one of the 
greatest agencies of death yet invented and a meaus of 
attack always open to be directed against innocent folk. 

Jf we are-ever to get nearer the day of permanent 
peace we must be prepared to scrap some gf the means of 
war. It will be no use holding conferences and spending 
hours in discussions unless there is an open attempt to 
make wars Jess likely and less costly when they. are inevitable. 
Poison gas, liquid fire, submarines—all have been condem- 
ned as being outside the range of open honest-to-goodness 
fighting. Fighting with modern weapons must im aby case 
be an abemination, but why not try to remove’ the more 
hideous side of it. Rightly, or wrongly, Britain has made 
an attempt to have done with submarines once and. for all, 
but that attempt has failed. Would it have failed if the 
gpirit of the peoples of the earth had been earnestly inter- 

» ‘preted? It would be interesting to know the diplomats 
answer io such a query. Our evening contemporary 0D

Ricksha Coolies. 


The ricksha coolies of Hankow 
bave been on strike against the 
increased hiring rates charged 
by the owners. A result has 
been-an addition to the Chinese 
labour unions that seem to be 
growing up apace, although this 
is said to be the firs: one tomake 
its appearance in tha Central 
China city. One vrrsion is that 
the movement bas engaged a 
legal adviser, who bas drafted a 
constitution for the union on 
Western lines, provision being 
made for bettering the liviog and 
| working conditions of thericksha 
coolies and, for raising their 
status. As proof of the 
genuineness of the movement it 
is ment‘oned that tha coolies 
contributed the three days’ 
allowance granted them und-r 
the terms of settlement toa fund 
for financing the union. “For 
the most part ricksba coolies area 
hard-working. clase, and few 
would grudge them wu better time. 
Still, it is not easy to urderstand 
whatis meant by such phrases 
as‘ raising their status” and 
“improvement in working condi- 
tions.” The coolies’ earnings are 
not by way of wages, so that the 
improvement seems Lo presage 8 
‘series of acvances in fares. At 
Hankow the passenger rates 
appear to be on the moderato 
side, which allows a margin for 
increase. So far the movement 
is justified, but if tbe union is to 
be only another name for a fare- 
increasing society it cannot 
expect the public to regard it 
witb much favour. Ef the purpose 
is to resist excessive hiring 
charges on the part of owners, 
there ie perhaps wore to be said 
for it, though the owners also 
bave put forward s caso in 
respect of reduced profits from 
one cause or another. There is 
mention of facilities for education 
and recreation, and if these ere 
what is refarred to by improve- 
ment in etatus the organisation 
merits approbation. An. account 
in the Centro!

DARING ESCAPE. 

Prisoner Gains Freedom. 

On Christmas night a daring 
escapo was effected by a prisoner 
from the: Central Police 
Station in m manner which 
indicated that he waa doing 
assisted by an accomplice, So 
surreptitious was the get-away 
that the alarm was nat raised 
until the fallowing morning when 
the discovery was made that the 
door of tha room, in which the 
man had been confined, was ajar. 
An examination of the lock 
sbowed that it had been wranched 
away with s chisel. 


. The escaped man was being 
held by the Police by virtue of s 
requisition warrant from Singa- 
pore where ho is believed to have 
been concerned In a theft of 
$10,000 from a European firm. 
The prisoner's passage was being 
arranged and be was being datain- 
ed in the cell, when he made the 
escaps in the manuer related 
adore, 


The room in which the prisoner 
was placed is situated in the East 
Wing of the naw police Buildiog 
on the northern boundary of the 
compound of the Central Police 
Station. It was formerly used 
sss police passport offica but 
when that was abolished it 
was coverted into a detention 
cell to meet therequire ments ofthe 
already congested Gaol proper. 
The window giving on the com- 
pound, and conseqhently practic- 
ally on the principal exit 
from the Station, was latticed, 
byt asthe catch was left to be 
secured from the ioside, it would 
bare bean « simple matter for tha 
prisoner to open it and to receive 
forbidden articles from an 
accomplice -standing outside. 
This: was, in fact, ~ the 
maoner in which the escape 
was brought about. The police 
officers had taken the precantior 
of removing every likely instru- 
ment frore him while in the cell, 
but he managed to secure a chisel) 
from.an accomplice and force the 
Tock of the doorofthecell. To 
escape through the compound, 
which was left ualighted, woald 
be an easy master. 

Theridantity of the accomplice 
who assisted the prisoner to es- 
cape is an interesting matter for 
canjecture. The police, have, 
however, promptly arrested the 
prisoner's wife and are now Hdld- 


ing her untilfurther investigation. 


The prisoner, who gave his 
name as David Tsoi, is easily 
distinguished by the extraordia- 
ary. flatness of bis nose. It 
was this description which sa- 
sisted the local police ~ to 
identify and arrest the man. 
The wharves and other possible 
avenues of escape from the 
Cclony are being watched.
